HESE Words are, I think, gene- 
rally allow'd to be a Prophecy of 
what ſhould come to paſs after the 
Appearance of the Mss rA AH; and tho 
from the Perverſeneſs of Mankind it may not 
already have had its entire and full Comple- 
tion, yet that Chriſtianity, even in this cor- 
rupt World, has gone very far towards the 
fulfilling of it, I ſhall endeavour to ſhew in 
the following Diſcourſe, which will naturally 
lead me, in the Application, to the Purpoſe of 
our PRESENT MEETING. 
RELIGION, true or falſe, good or 
bad, will neceſſarily have a great Influence 
over the Minds, Tempers, and Manners of 
the Nations that profeſs it : Even thoſe who 
may doubt of, or diſbelieve it, will ſtill find 
the Effects of it in their Thoughts, their Be- 
hayiour, and their Actions. Mankind, fo 
are we made, are much more cafily led by

Example than convinc'd or perſuaded by the 
juſteſt Reaſoning ; and God ſeems to hay 
adapted ſome of his Dealings with us to th; 
Frailty of our Nature, 

_ Chriſtianity is the Religion of univerſ 
Love and Benevolence, not confined to any 
one Nation, Sect, or Party of Men ; but, like 
the Goodneſs of the Almighty, extended to 
all his Creatures. To love one another is the 
Law and the Prophets. Let us ſee then 
what Effect this benign Religion has had an 
human Nature, 

The Jews, tied up by their Ceremonial 
Laws, forbidden the Intercourſe of Marriage 
with other Nations, and by ſeveral of ther 
legal Rites, deſignedly as it were, ſeparated 
from the reſt of Mankind, look'd upon 
themſelves as the only Favourites of Heaven, 
and beheld with Contempt the other Inhab- 
tants of the Earth, This religious Severity 
and Moroſeneſs, while they kept up ſtridh 
to their Law, made them the Hatred and 
Contempt of the other Nations. (a) Yet theſe 
Jeu, thus prejudic'd againſt the reſt of human 
Kind, when the Light of the GOSPEL 
ſhin'd among them, how. were they changed! 
Some who had once been the moſt bigotted 
Zealots for their Law, then began to love the 
Gentiles; they not only with open Arms re- 

ceiy'd

eiv'd- them as their Brethren, but ſuffer'd all 
Hardſhips, and run thro' all Hazards to con- 
vert them. (a) Such was the Effect of our 
Sayiour's mild and Godlike Precepfts. 
And if we look into the Pagan World we 
ſhall find his Influence ſtill more remarkable. 
Many of their Religions ſeem'd to have been 
founded on Cruelty and Barbarity ; human 
dacrifices, cutting and flaſhing their own 
Limbs, were the Means they thought to 
pleaſe their ſanguinary Gods. Their Laws 
too have the ſame inbuman Caſt, as muſt be 
evident to every one who conſiders their Cuſ- 
toms ; and eſpecially the expoſing of Infants, 
the Inhumanity us'd to Priſoners of War; 
and above all, the deteſtable Treatment of 
their Slaves, which included almoſt half 
Mankind. Such was the State of the World 
when the compaſſionate Saviour condeſcended 
to make his firſt Appearance in it. 
Some of the Philoſophers indeed had made 
legant Diſcourſes on the Beauty of Virtue, 
the Charms of Philanthropy, and the Plea- 
Jures of difintereſted Benevolence. But, alas! 
w they had no Authority, theſe elegant 
Diſcourſes had little or no Influence on the 
but and Generality of Mankind. Let us 
hen compare this with the efficacious Influ- 
ace of the Apoſtolical Doctrines.
